WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


If there was just ground for complaints regarding the 
amount of moisture Nature had served the country up to last 
week, there has certainly been no room for complaint as to the 
amount of heat she served this week. It has been ‘‘as hot as 
cotton’’ in most sections for days at a time, and this should be 
the answer to those who desired warm, drying weather for the 
planting of corn and the better development of all crops. Many 
sections have had excessively hot weather, and all sectious have 
had at least a touch of it. 

The pea pack in this section, including Maryland, Delaware 
and New Jersey has been completed for tis year, and a reckon- 
ing is now being made. Baltimore City,as we have before said, 
seems to have come out with a light pack, and one or two other 
individual spots in the territory under consideration show a 
light pack, but with the exception of these the pea pack is 
reported about the same as last year. In some instances the 
acreage had been cut down, but the yield was good, and so 
there is not much difference in the amounts secured. 

New York State’s pea crop is coming on nicely and they 
expect a yield there about on a par with last vear’s ; that is with 
the average yield of last year, for the early yield was short and 
the late heavy, making a good average for the whole time. 
This season hoth crops appear to be in good position, and the 
canning season there is just opening. 

Indiana is now at work upon the crop, and conditions there 
are found to vary somewhat; reports of a shortage in one sec- 
tion being offset by reports of good crops in another. Taken as 


a whole the outlook now is for a good average crop. 


Michigan and Wisconsin are generally reported in good 
condition, though the crops there are not far enough advanced 
to say absolutely what the outcome will be. All that was 


needed, however, was good growing weather, and as they have 
had this, there is more than an even chance that the pack of peas 
in those States will compare very favorably with a good average 
pack. Ohio has not been as lucky as some of the other States, 
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and pea conditions there have not been so good. The pack of 
peas in Ohio is expected to fall short of the usual amounts. 

The one pleasing feature of this whole consideration is that 
in all sections the quality of the peas has been very fine. The 
weather has been generally the right kind for peas, moist warm 
weather that has brought the crop along rapidly and caused the 
peas to form in the pods quickly and evenly, and so permitted 
the harvesting of the crop at the best moment and with the most 
satisfactory returns. As we have before said it has been pea 
weather, and the results of this will show in this year’s canned 
product. 

The market here has been quite active for the canned stock, 
and some good sized orders have been placed, and the inquiries 
are coming in so steadily that it begins to look as if a new era 
in canned goods had set in. There are no changes to note in 
the prices as we quote them on their regular pages, but there is 
a much better feeling in the market, with standards quoted at 
75c.; sifted at goc. to $1.00; extra sifted at $1.00 to $1.10; extra 
fine sifted at $1.25 to $1.40, and petit pois at $1.50 to $1.75, as 
to brand and packer. 

Strawberry canning is over in this section also, and the 
glut of berries in this market has been the topic of conversation 
on all sides. Good berries have sold down as low as 1%c. per 
box, a new record in low prices for this fruit. Despite this 
fact, the pack this season has not been heavy; the goods are 
moving so slowly the packers did not feel inclined to tie up 
more capital in them and hold until the slow demand reached 
them. There are no changes in the quoted prices, and there 
has been some demand and some fair-sized orders. 

The packing of gooseberries, which is never a heavy article 
of packing, is about over, which is also true of rhubarb; but 
this latter article is growing in the size of its pack. Goose- 
berries have dropped off 5c. on the week and are now quoted at 
7oc. to 75¢. 

Cherries are coming to the tables and some sections have 
had them for quite a little while. The crop of this fruit is very 
good, though we do not think as heavy as it was last year. 
There are no changes to note in the prices of this article. 

Corn has been experiencing an improved demand on the 
week for both spots and futures, and it is evident the jobbers 
have reached the conclusion that there is nothing to be gained 
by further waiting. We have learned of the cleaning out of 
several large blocks of this article, and the general holdings 
throughout the country in packers’ hands have been consider- 
ably reduced in the past fortnight. Many well-posted men in 
this line are predicting an advance to higher figures in the very 
near future. We can bespeak it a welcome. Futures have 
been better traded in within the week than was the case a very 
short while ago, and it is now reported that some of the heavy 


canners have contracted for their pack during 1909. It is to be 
noted in the prices that the lowest figures of No. 2 Maine style 
Southern corn have been dropped and it is now quoted at 6oc. 
Other than this there have been no changes. 


Tomatoes have had their share of increased business, the 
inquiries being quite plentiful and a goodly .amount of business 
put through. Jobbers have been taking this article in more 
extensively than any other; but it is noticeable that these 
jobbers do not care to touch anything but the staples in the 
whole grocery line. In other words, anything that may be 
considered in the line of a luxury is avoided. But they have 
evidently come to believe that tomatoes are worth all that is 
asked for them, and so they are buying both spots and futures. 

The brokers appear more happy, because they are more 
busy than they have been for many months. 

In cans and canners’ metals there have been no changes. 


NEW YORK MARKET. | 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


‘ 


NEw YorK, June 23.—Some increase is noted in various 
lines, and spot tomatoes have hardened considerably under the 
pressure of increased buying from various parts of the country. 
More activity is noted in other lines as well, with the result 
that there is a better feeling throughout the trade, and holders 
show a good deal more confidence. It is understood that busi- 
ness promises considerably better in all lines, though possibly 
the indicated improvement is greater in tomatoes than it is in 
any other variety at present. Among the buyers there is as yet 
no particular indication of undertaking to satisfy future require- 
ments in anything. They are buying for immediate needs, but 
the situation is not in any sense acute. Conditions are improv- 
ing, however, and that is, perhaps, sufficient for the present. 
It may be said that the outlook isso much better than it was 
that the trade is beginning to take new heart and expects to see 
the change made permanent along the line. There is a strongly 
expressed feeling in some quarters that the*present season is not 
going to be the best for canning that ever was, and perhaps this 
sentiment is exerting an influence which is assisting toward a 
hardening of the market. At any rate it is thought that if the 
change can be brought about there is but little danger of going 
back. It would seem that buyers must take hold shortly or 
else be in the position of buying everything they want later in 
the season when the price is probably higher. 


Tomatoes.—While buyers here are still expressing more or 
less indifference toward tomatoes elsewhere they are taking hold 
with a good deal of freedom and are placing orders for full 
standard Maryland 3s at 65c. regular terms f. 0. b. factory. It 
is said that stocks of that grade are fast disappearing and that 
they are in small compass now. The market in sympathy with 
this view is firmer and packers who some weeks ago were trying 
to sell their stock at 65c. are now asking 67%¢c. The upward

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trend has awakened buying interest in some quarters and sales 
have increased while inquiry is much more liberal than it has 

. been for some weeks. It can be said that so far as New York 
is concerned buying interest is increasing, but has not yet 
reached the proportions which are required to create any con- 
siderable activity. Nearly all local buyers are still satisfied to 
cover their requirements as they develop from day to day and 
are not, so far as outside indications go, purchasing any consid- 
erable quantities for the future. They are still seeking stock at 
62%4c., and buy only what they feel they must have at 65. 
Jobbers are placing almost no orders for futures. The interior 
trade is buying and taking chances for the future. Advices 
received here from both Maryland and Delaware indicate that 
the spring has been so unfavorable that the crop is now in poor 
condition and probably will continue so for sometime yet. It 
will require a good while to get the plants into shape as they 
should be at this season. The financial end is what is bothering 
many packers and will probably exert a stronger influence in 
determining the size of the pack than any climatic influence 
which can develop. The sales of futures have been light, and 
unless approved contracts for future delivery can be offered as 
collateral, it is difficult to secure accommodation from local 
banks. It has been currently reported here that many of the 
small packers will put up no more than ro percent. of their 
regular output unless the situation improves. It is well at this 
season, however, to receive all such reports with caution. 
Much depends upon conditions when the packing season actu- 
ally opens. For the present it may look blue, but when ‘the 
time comes for packing it will be safer to make predictions as 
to what will be done, 

Corn.—The market is firm under a fair demand and sales 
are made in compliance with the requirements of the situation. 
Conditions are such that buyers are not obtaining any particular 
advantage upon any variety and the situation is, everything 
considered, good for the holder. Southern Maine style is fast 
disappearing, though the actual sales seem to be,small. State 
corn is firmly held for both spot and future delivery and sellers 
do not appear to be especially anxious about disposing of their 
stocks. Western sorts are unchanged, though they are moving 
now without attracting much attention, Maine corn is steady, 
with a tendency upward. ‘here have been no important sales 
for the present, though here and there buyers appear more 
anxious to obtain stocks than they have been heretofore. 

Peas.—Some attention is devoted to peas, with the bulk of 
the demand for the cheap grades, and this applies to both spot 
and future stock. One sale of 20,000 cases was reported from 
the Middle West during the week, but the price was not made 
public. The market has a firm basis and the tendency of prices 
is upward. 

Asparagus.—The market is assuming better shape because 
the current season’s pack is falling below expectations. 

Salmon.—The market is strong for all kinds, with a small 
stock of Alaska red talls left in first hands. What is now held 
here is strong at $1.35 inside, and smali lots going easily at 


$1.3734. Nothing is left on the Coast that can be bought 
below $1.35. Medium red is about out of the market and the 


supply of sockeyes left over is too small to be considered. The 
new pack is coming upon a bare market, and inasmuch as it is 
late to date, demana is extremely active. 

Sardines.— Domestic grades are quiet and the price is some- 
what unsettled, with different packers making individual quota- 
tions to suit their own personal ends. Foreign goods are quiet, 
but firm, with demand limited to actual requirements. 


Fruits.—Agents of California packers report a satisfactory 
demand for new pack California stock. Some say that the low 
opening prices were made to assist in disposing of the 1908 
carryover, but that is denied in other directions. Rumors of 
cuts of opening prices are numerous, but are denied very 
strenuously when agents are asked. So far as can be learned, 
the leading packers are adhering strictly to their opening 
figures. So far as other fruits are concerned, the market is 
quiet and unchanged. Hupson. 


CHICAGO MARKET.. 


‘Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 23, 1909. 

Warm Weather.—It would seem that the long-deferred 
warm weather has arrived. During the week we have had 
alternate days of warm rain and hot atmosphere, ranging up to 
the ninety degree mark—good growing weather, a combination 
of heat and moisture. No packer has the temerity to defame or 
abuse such weather. It’s his kind of weather. 

The Domastic Sardine Situation.—It is understood that 
the big people, viz,, Tue Sea Coast Canning Co., have concluded 
to follow the policy pursued by the California Fruit Canners 
Association this season and lower the umbrella which it has 
been holding for so long and let the little packers take care of 
themselves. 

I understand that prices ($2.25 a case Eastport) were made 
on quarter-oil key sardines for 1909 pack this week to Chicago 
buyers which caused the small packers to roll over on their 
backs and turn up their toes. That is to say, the situation has 
been reversed and the small packers have been compelled to put 
up their umbrellas and wait until the storm subsides, for they 
cannot meet the prices made without losing money heavily. 
It is thought that the very low prices made on key quarter-oil 
sardines will last only a few days and that the price will then 
be advanced. 

Canned Peas. —The market is pretty closely cleaned up on 
good cheap peas and the lots now left are generally unde- 
sirable.

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No new peas have yet arrived in the market, but it is un- 
derstood that packing is soon to begin in Indiana and that the 
crop conditions are favorable. 

Quality Corn.—lIt has for a long time been maintained 
that no canned corn could compare with that grown in Maine 
for tenderness or flavor, but such views are being changed. 
The packers of Maine corn have concluded that they know 
better than the people themselves what the people should have, 
and they have for several years ‘‘skimped’’ their pack by cut- 
ting the corn almost the full depth of the grain, leaving but 
little to be scraped from the cob and then supplying the place of 
the milk of the corn and cob scrapings with water. 


Thereby they wandered away from the fine consistency 
which they had always packed and which some packers con- 
tinue to pack, and tried to ‘‘teach their grandmother how to 
milk ducks.’’ 

The popularity and delicious flavor and tenderness of Maine 
corn has always been based upon this milk of the corn and soft 
consistency, with little or no water in the can. 

The packers and their brokers tried to make and did make 
many of the buyers believe that the whole-grain style was the 
best merit. By this deception and pretense they succeeded in 
packing a few more cases to the acre and in making a little 
more money, but it has hurt the prestige and reputation of 
Maine packed corn tremendously. 

The people began to make c»mparisons with the fine Crosby 
and Country Gentleman canned corn packed by the big Illinois 
canners and found that the Western packed corn was of superb 
flavor and fine tenderness and superior in quality to any but the 
Maine packs of the best packers, who had held fast to the old 
style and that which they knew to be good. 

Therefore it is the case that fancy grades of Illinois Coun- 
try Gentleman corn are now being sold to the retail trade at 
HIGHER PRICES than the best Maine packed brands. While 
fancy grades of the Crosby canned corn of Illinois are being sold 
at just as high prices as those which the best Maine brands of 
canned corn bring, in this market. 

This situation goes to show that the methods of unscrupu- 
lous packers who are not content to make a fair profit (and 
Maine packers certainly do at the enormous price they get for 


their product), but who are possessed with uncontrollable 
rapacity for big and quick gains, frequently ruin a great indus- 
try by their overreaching greed. 

Canned Corn.—I have heard that some of the western 
packers are heavily over sold in standard corn, and that they 
are looking around for some cheap but good spot or future offer- 
ings to hedge with. 


Canned Kraut.—This article is entirely out of the market 
and no supplies seem to be obtainable from any source. There 
is a block of Ohio packed kraut on the market but it is unsound. 

Kraut is expected to have a rich odor when well cured, but 
this particular lot is actually oderiferious of decay and is rotten. 

Quite a serious loss will come to the packers, as many small 
lots are held rejected and cannot be safely put on the market. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is a good lively demand for 
canned tomatoes of good standard quality, but none at all for 
trash and seconds. 

Retail dealers positively will not handle anything but goods 
of fair color, fill and merit. Itis no use for packers to ship 
such stuff out here no matter what the condition of sale or 
sampling may be as it is a dangerous market to ship such 
goods to. 

The state and city food inspectors have begun to examine 
into the quality and contents of cans as well as the external con- 
dition of soundness, and to test goods in the city laboratory, not 
only for soundness, but for suitability for human food. 

One or two of the buyers for wholesale houses are said to 
be encouraging such an inspection, hoping thereby to keep 
away from Chicago the refuse stuff which some packers try con- 
stantly todump here. The local or city health officers are being 
well posted and advised, and any packer who ships strawberry 
juice here labeled strawberries, or gooseberry water labeled 
gooseberries, or green pieces and cores swimming around in 
some dirty water labeled tomatoes, is running great risk of con- 
demnation and seizure of the goods I HEREBY WARN THE 
PACKERS OF SUCH STUFF that they had better take no chances 
on the Chicago market as there is something doing here toward 
heading off the canned goods scavengers who are debauching 
the industry.

Misbranding of Canned Apples. 
(Underweight. ) 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 4 of the Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules 
and regulations for the enforcement of the act, notice is given of 
the judgment of the court in case of the United States vs 70 
cases of canned apples, a proceeding of libel for seizure and con- 
demnation of the said goods, under section 10 of the aforesaid 
act, in the District Court of the United States for the District of 
Indiana. The apples were misbranded in this, each can was 
labeled and branded ‘‘2 doz. 3 1b. Moss Rose Brand Apples. 
Packed by the Elyria Canning Co., Elyria, Lorain County, 
Ohio,’’ whereas, in fact, the gross weight of the cans varied 
from 2 pounds 3.75 ounces to 2 pounds 6.25 ounces. No claim- 
ant having appeared, and the cause having come on to be heard 
on December 7, 1908, upon the decree pro confesso, heretofore 
entered, the court adjudged the goods misbranded and entered 
ts final decree in substance and in form as follows: 

IN THE DISTRICT COURT OF THE UNITED STATES FOR THE 
DISTRICT OF INDIANA. 
UNITED STATES 
vs. | No, 6872. Decree. 
SEVENTY CASES OF CANNED APPLES. 

This cause came to be heard on the libel and decree pro 
confesso heretofore entered herein. 

The court having considered the same, it is ordered, ad- 
judged and decreed that the said seventy cases of canned apples 
are hereby condemned as being misbranded as to the statements 
of weight on the labels attached to said cases under the provis- 
ions of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 

It is further ordered, adjudged and decreed that the said 
seventy cases of canned apples be sold at public sale, to the 
highest bidder, for cash by the United States marshal, at the 
south door of the Delaware county court house, in the city of 
Muncie in said district, after due notice as provided by law and 
the rule and practice of this court, and that the marshal pay 
into the registry of said court all moneys realized from said 
sales. All costs taxed in this case shall be first paid from said 
sum of money and the residue, if any, shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States for the use and benefit of the said 


United States and to that end it is ordered that the clerk of this 
court issue a writ of VENDITIONI EXPONAS to the said marshal, 
returnable as required by the rules and practices of this court, 
and that the said marshal execute the same and make due re- 
turn thereof with all convenient speed. 

It is further ordered, adjudged and decreed that the mar- 
shal before making such sale shall obliterate all marks, brands 
and labels as to statements of weight of said cans of apples ap- 
pearing thereon in violation of the provisions of tne Food and 
Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 

All of which is finally ordered, adjudged and decreed. 

In accordance with the aforesaid decree the goods were, on 
January 12, 1909, sold at public auction for the sum of $49.20 
which sum, less the legal costs, was paid into the Treasury of 
the United States. 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about September 14, 1908, an inspector of the De- 
partment of Agriculture found in the possession of Joseph A. 
Goddard & Company, of Muncie, Ind., 70 cases of canned 
apples labeled ‘‘2 doz. 3 lb. Moss Rose Brand Apples. Packed 
by the Elyria Canning Company, Elyria, Lorain County, 
Ohio.’’ No statement of weight was made upon any of the in- 
dividual cans. The goods had been packed and shipped to 
Joseph A. Goddard & Company by the Elyria Canning Com- 
pany, Elyria, Ohio. A number of the cans were weighed by 
the inspector with the result that the average gross weight of 
each can was found to be from 2 pounds 3.75 ounces to 2 pounds 
6.25 ounces. 

The Secretary of Agriculture on September 14, 1908, re- 
ported the above facts to the United States Attorney for the 
District of Indiana, who filed a libel for seizure under section 10 
of the act, with the result hereinbefore stated.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., June 19, 1909. 

Now that the salmon-canning season has commenced on 
the Columbia River and on the Puget Sound in a limited way, 
and the cannery vessels have reached the Alaskan stations and 
operations are commencing there, the canned salmon market and 
the prospects for the coming season are the topics of consider- 
able discussion here at the present time among canners and 
jobbers. Joseph Durney, of the Griffth-Durney Co., has just 
returned from a trip to England and to the great distributing 
centers in the United States and he brings the news that the 
better grades of canned salmon are now the strongest items in 
the canned goods trade and that Alaska reds are in special de- 
mand. He found jobbers’ stocks everywhere very low, the 
lowest in many years, in fact, and on this particular item 
there is no doubt but that there will be a general cleanup of 
stock before it is possible to have any of the new pack distrib- 
uted. This scarcity of Alaska red salmon prevails in England 
as well as in the United States, and London merchants are now 
commencing to draw stocks from Liverpool. Sockeye 
salmon is also scarce and Mr. Durney states that sales of No. % 
flats were made in Chicago a short time ago at $1.35. Inquiries 
were made at various points in regard to securing some of the 
1909 pack of Columbia River chinooks, but it is the understand- 
ing that the estimated pack for this year has already been dis- 
posed of. 

In regard to the probable prices that may be named this 
season for Alaska red salmon, the J. K. Armsby Co. have this 


to say: ‘The prices that may be named for the 1909 pack of 
sockeye salmon will have but little effect on the prices of Alaska 
red salmon. The trade must not forget that the pack of red 
fish has been practically at a standstill for the past five years, 
while consumption has increased very materially, with the 
result that the world’s markets are absolutely bare. There 
never was a period when the supply was at such a low ebb as it 
is today, and it will be next October aud November before fresh 
supplies are available in the Eastern market, and well into the 
new year before deliveries can be made to Europe. This year 
the total volume of the pack will undoubtedly decline, owing to 
the fact that several canneries in Southeastern Alaska have 
closed, owing to the depressed condition of the pink salmon 
market, and owing to the fact that the ship Columbia was 
wrecked off the Alaskan coast, removing one cannery from the 
activ: list. It is not believed that the price of Alaska reds will 
open this year under $1.15 to $1.25. The 1907 and 1908 packs 
of Alaska reds were cleaned up each year at $1.15 and substan- 
tial advances took place before the next year’s pack was ready 
for distribution. The consumption of Alaska red salmon is a 
little ahead of production and there is no market reason for a 
reduction in price. When practically everything in the canned 
goods line has declined during the past season, because canned 
goods as a class are a luxury, Alaska red salmon has materially 
advanced, showing that it is to be classed as a necessity. No 
greater test could have been made as to the consumptive power 
of the masses for Alaska red salmon than has developed during 
the past two years. The trade have been almost to a unit in 
buying this fish from hand to mouth, in fact, everything in the 
canned goods line; there has been no speculation, no pushing of 
goods, and yet in the face of every apparently adverse circum- 
stance Alaska red salmon has not only held its own, but has ad- 
vanced. These facts constitute an almost unanswerable argu- 
ment as to why there can be no break in the market. Now, in 
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regard to the prices that are to be named for sockeyes affecting 
the prices for Alaska reds. The red salmon is sold in tall cans. 
The sockeye and chinook are almost all sold in flats and halves. 
Red salmon is the food of the masses; sockeye and chinook are 
the food of the classes. One retails at two cans for a quarter; 
the other at 20 cents acan. In other words, the price of Maine 
corn has no bearing on the price of Illinois. Each has its own 
customers and own channels of consumption and distribution. 
The retailer that has the red Alaska trade rarely handles 
chinook, and vice versa. In regard co the probable price of 
sockeyes, it may be said that it is not likely that a price propor- 
tionally low because of the large pack will be named, because 
the three following years will, in the natural event of things, be 
years of light packs.”’ 

In regard to the asparagus situation, it may be said that 
from both the growers’ and packers’ standpoint the season so 
far has been fairly satisfactory, especially in comparison with 
other branches of the canned goods industry. The early pack 
was of splendid quality and of large volume, but during the past 
five weeks there has been a diminution of the yield as well as a 
falling off in the quality of the grass. This is because of the 
fact that the usual April rains did not materialize, but the effect 
of this lack of moisture was not felt until recently owing to the 
excessive moisture caused by the heavy winterrains. The lack of 
heavy rains in April, however, was acceptable to most of the 
growers from the reason that had they come disastrous floods 
would have been the resuit. During that month both the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin Rivers were running full and a heavy snow 
was in the mountains. Many levees were weakened by the 
heavy winter floods and growers were apprehensive of high 
water in the spring. However, all danger has passed, and 
while an occasional shower might have made a slight increase in 
the size of the crop, the absence of rain insured the safety of the 
fields and no complaints are made in regard to any unkindness 
of Nature. The pack is turning out to be smaller than was es- 
timated when the canneries first opened. This is to be ex- 
pected. At that time predictions were made of a one hundred 


per cent. increase, something not justified by actual conditions. 
Shipments of fresh asparagus out of the State have been much 
heavier than ever before and the local consumption, assisted by 
the low prices named, has been two or three times as heavy as 
ever before. This has taken considerable stock from the can- 
neries and has aided in decreasing the size of the pack. There 
need be no fear of a shortage, however, for the pack will be 
larger than it was last season and there is still considerable 
holdover stock to be marketed yet. 

A party of New York capitalists have taken over the Hick- 
man Ranch, near Modesto, Cal., and it is intended to colonize 
the tract. M.O. Pallin, of Highland, N. Y., is here complet- 
ing the deal. One of the first improvements planned is the 
erection of a pea cannery, and it is announced that this will be 
a larger one than the one now in operation at Oakdale. The 
land here is particularly adapted for the raising of peas and is in 
a prominent irrigation district. 

The Griffin & Skelley cannery at Fresno, Cal., has com- 
menced operations for the season on apricots, but it is not ex- 
pected that a very heavy pack of these will be made this season. 
The new Emeryville plant of this concern has been completed 
and is now being tried out. 

It was reported early in the season that the Armsby Pre- 
serving Company would not operate its plant at Marysville this 
season, but Superintendent Gault announces that arrange- 
ments have been made for its operation and about 1,000 tons of 
fruit have already been contracted for. 

C. H. West has purchased the controlling interest in the 
Selma Canning Co., at Selma, Cal., and the plant is now being 
put in shape for the season. It is not likely that it will be ready 
for operations before July and will, therefore, miss the usual 
pack of apricots. 

The plant of the California Fruit Canners’ Association at 
Santa Rosa is in full operation on cherries. An extra shift 
would be placed at work if the necessary help could be secured. 

D. W. Lewis, of Corcoran, Cal., states that the last of the 
asparagus crop there has been harvested and that it had been 


decided to install a cannery to take care of the product next 
season.

If you are numbered among those who think that no word 
should ever be uttered regarding canned goods, save that they 
are absolutely and entirely above reproach—then better not 
read this. 


Canned goods, or we should more properly say, the method 
of food preserving, known as ‘‘canning,’’ is absolutely above the 
possibility of reproach, for it is the best system of food preserv- 
ation known to mankind. It permits the keeping of all kinds 
of foods in their original, succulent state, without the use of 
foreign preservative agents of any kind. In this it is a true 
God-send to humanity. 


But of the practices that are indulged in under the fair 
name of this beneficent industry there is much to say; and the 
time for silence, we think, is passed. We have before pointed 
out in orude, to-the-point language something that must or 


must not be done; and we have been criticised on some sides for 
our plain talk, by those who think it hurts the business in the 
eyes of the public, and we have refrained lately on that account, 
in the hope that those whom the cap fitted would not hesitate 
to wear it. 


The opening of the season some months ago with articles 
we will not mention, but the packlng of which is the first in 
spring, to be later followed by the fruits and early vegetables, 
and then again when these latter articles extended the number 
of canneries at work, we have seen that our words and warnings 
have fallen on barren soil. One is tempted to say that the most 
difficult set of men to make realize that we are talking to THEM, 
not to their fellow-canners or neighbors, is found in the ranks 
of this industry. 


Of course, in talking through a paper as closeiy read as THE 
TRADE is by all the canned goods packers, we are bound to 
speak to some to whom the words do not apply. But these are 
so decidedly in the minority, so very few in number, mark you, 
reader, that they cannot be considered, and besides these will 
read and heed the advice more closely than the great bulk who 
should do so. They will be glad to see it asa further aid in a 
work already well under way—the others pass it over as not 
applying tothem. ‘These latter may be brought to their senses 
in a very abrupt manner in the very near future. 


‘“‘What is the matter with the canned goods business ?’’ 
Carelessness ! spreading like a pall over the whole operation, 
in all sections and in all lines, with the very few rare exceptions 
noted above. We are not going into a discussion of the care- 
lessness in the factory, resulting in an unsanitary condition there 
that would seem to give the Pure Food I,aw good reason to con- 
demn and destroy the whole product of that factory, as it has 
done in a number of other lines, and may do here. For we 
trust all canners realize now that this feature must be given 
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careful attention or very severe, possibly extreme, measures will 
betaken. That consideration has been reduced to a final few 
words—clean up or clean out. 

Take the carelessness shown in the fill of the cans. We 
thought after all that has been said against slack filling, it 
would be carefully avoided this season. Not so, for the prac- 
tice is in vogue just as much this season as ever! A can called 
strawberries that is absolutely a violation of the Pure Food Law, 
we should think, when, as a fact, it is a can 3% full of water 
and ¥{ berries. If the law cannot reach this it seems strange to 
us, and we believe it will. We hope so at least. 

We have all seen the can of water and juice with a lone 
tomato, or a few disjointed members of tomatoes—called toma- 
toes. We have seen a can labeled Gooseberries with not enough 
berries to make a smal! tart, much less a pie, and we cannot see 
how the claim—gooseberries—can be sustained. 

Carelessness ! We were called on to look at a large block 
of corn that could not be moved. If it was sent out, it came 
back. It was under a good, well-known label; it was not 
swelled or damaged—but people would not have it. When 
some cans were cut for us—it was Maine style corn—packed in 
a State famous for its excellent packing—the corn was found 
water-logged—the cans filled with what looked like corn soup. 

A mistake, of course—due to carelessness ; for it was a big 
pile of corn and all cans seemed to be alike. 

Darelessness! Look at the number of blocks of goods that 
have been seized by the Government under the Food Law, be- 
cause of carelessness in calling them 2 pounds, instead of num- 
ber 2, number 3, etc. More of them could possiby be seized 
for misbranding on the boxes, where fictitious names formerly 
used stil appear, though ths labels on the cans are properly 
changed. 

But are these facts to be dismissed with a shrug of the 
shoulder, and the remark that any one is liable to make a mis- 


take? Does the trouble end with the loss or inconvenience to 
the public? 

By no means. Every slack-filled can of goods going to 
the public makes an enemy to all canned goods—it disgusts the 
consumer with all canned goods. Every seizure made by the 
Government hurts the consumption of canned goods because 
the prejudiced wil not believe the whole trouble is with the 
label; every can of corn that went to the consumer meant a 
buyer lost to the corn line; and so it goes on. The direct re- 
sults from this carelessness are trivial as compared with the 
indirect, the effect upon consumption. That is what is the 
matter with canned goods more than all else, and there is no 
use trying to dodge it. 

It resolves itself into the old saw: What is everybody’s 
business is nobody’s business; but if you do not make it youR 
business to see that your factory is in such sanitary condition, 
in every respeot, that no fault can be found with it—you may 
have your goods seized and so add to the injury. If you do 
not absolutely prohibit the slack-filling of cans, or the substitu- 
tion of juice or water for goods, under the old excuse that the 
juice is the essence of the fruit or vegetable, you may evade 
prosecution under the Law, but you won’t miss condemnation 
at the hands of the consumers. If you do not make careless- 
ness of all kinds impossible in your goods you need not expect 
canned goods to regain their position, to say nothing of increas- 
ing in the public’s estimation, as they rightfully should do. 
Briefly, if you do not take an interest in your business to 
make it better in every way possible, the consumers will not 
take interest in it, but will still further neglect it. It is the 
only way to get better prices, better demand, better profits—by 
each man attencing well to his own business.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


This is a year of apparent contradictions. Strawberries 
“have sold on this market at 1%c. per box, cams are cheaper 
than ever—and the pack here has been smaller than ever. 


This would have been the year to run up a good big pack of 
well-filled goods, with heavy syrup, and to send them out to the 
people at the low prices the cost would have permitted. Sort of 
missionary goods—and they would have done the work. 


Every user of a can of such a product would not only come 
back for more, but would have brought other consumers along. 
And the demand would have kept up; in fact, rapidly increased, 
just as long as the quality was kept up. The price could have 
been advanced, too, for when the people want a good thing 
they will pay for it—that’s the American! 


But when one begins to consider the possibilities of canned 
goods, with the proper handling and some advertising, the field 
grows so large and looks so fair that he finds himsclf wondering 
if he is dreaming. But the field is there and the possibilities 
cannot be exaggerated. The surface has only been scratched, 
but when active cultivation is begun and followed up in the 
proper manner, all things being done along the same complete 
and proper lines, then we will wonder. 


The mass of ignorance on the part of the public respecting 
canned foods surpasses understanding. We are forced to this 
expression by an experience we had this year. A young man 
whom we know, underwent a college education, and who has 
been over the greater part of the country in his travels, was 


seated at table with the writer; and it happened we were both 
served with some really very fine sifted peas. They were 
tender, small and sweet, and, wonderful to relate, well served. 


I don’t mind admitting that I gloated over mine and sent 
for more; for I guess it was this that made me notice he did 
not seem to care for his. I naturally asked why, and I got the 
most wonderful answer I ever heard respecting canned goods. 
It came haltingly and with hesitation but briefly it was: 
‘‘Well, I don’t care for canned goods; it seems to me they are 
not just right—they are shut out from the air, and they can’t 
be as good as the fresh article on that account.’’ 


Now, please realize that this young man is not an igno- 
ramus, but, on the contrary, rather brighter than the average; 
from his answer, because of its novelty, we are inclined to 
accord him rather a high position as a thinker. Canned goods 
can’t be good because they are kept in a stuffy old can where 
the air can’t reach them!! Then, ask what is the matter with 
canned goods! There is nothing the matter with canned goods. 
the matter is with the makers of canned goods for not telling 
the world what they are making. 


During a visit to the wholesale produce markets this week 
the above thoughts recurred to the writer because of the con- 
trast between the canned article; and the green stuffthat is fur- 
nished the grocers and market men. This is a great reshipping 
point, and thousands upon thousands of bushels of early vege- 
tables are brought here, sorted and repacked for shipment all 
over the country. So, all the stuff that comes here is not 
canned—would that it were. 


If the public could see its green stuff—which it prefers to 
the canned—handled by these reshippers and packers, it would 
change its tune completely. String beans are spread out on 
pavements, covered with the dust and dirt and droppings of the 
street, where help of every kind and condition sort them over; 
help that rarely turns its head to spit, pardon the expression, 
but it tells the whole story, and who then pack the beans in 
baskets or carriers which are marked ‘‘selected stock.’’ The 
beans upon arrival at destination are gone over again by hands 
of all kinds and pass through various stages of filth until they 
finally reach the kitchen of the lady who would not think of 
eating canned string beans. 


And what is true of beans is also true of all fruits and vege- 
tables. Who has not seen the berry huckster sorting over and 
handling every berry in the box, possibly the fourth or fifth 
time they have been so handled. Take any green vegetable 
that goes into the household and the same is true; and what a 
difference between such a chance as this affords for disease of all 
kinds to enter the stomachs of young and old, as compared with 
the absolute impossibility of such a happening in canned foods ! 


But who knows that? Not the consumer certainly. And 
who is going totell him? Itis up to you! Suppose you had 
enough circulars printed to have from 25 to 50 for each case of 
goods sent out. If you packed 10,000 cases you would need 
250,000 Or 500,000 wrapping paper circulars at a cost of say 
50 cents per 1,000 or $120.00 to reach 240,000 consumers and tell 
them of these things, about one cent a case. Supposeyou simply 
drew the deadly parallel between the fresh tomato on the table 
and the canned article. Suppose on the one side you showed the 
tomatoes picked in the field in the morning, stored iu open baskets 
where the dust and dirt could easily, get to them; hauled to the 
wholesale market the following morning, handled over by pur- 
chasers and always open to dust and dirt ; their final trip to the 
green grocer or market man where they are rehandled and 
offered for sale on the third day after picking, wilted, the vir- 
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ginal freshness gone, dirty and soiled from rotting tomatoes 
from the long delay ; that in this way they come to the kitchen 
table? Then on the other hand you show the tomatoes grown 
for the cannery on contract, picked when just ripe and hauled 
to the cannery at once; thrown into a bath of cold water to 
remove every trace of mud and dirt ; out of that and into a sec- 
ond bath of clean, scalding hot water, and from there removed 
to neat peeling tables, where women in cap and aprons remove 
the skins and pack the tomatoes into bright cans that have been 
washed ; that these cans are then sealed, all possible contamina- 
tion shut out absolutely, and later sterilized so that their fresh- 


ness is permanently maintained. 
Do you think the good little housewives will recog- 


nize the difference between the three-days-old fresh toma- 
toes, with all their dirt, and the three-hour-old tomatoes 
with no dirt? You bet they will. The expense is a mere 
trifle, the information given and the good done inestimable. 
We question if you have any right to produce goods without 
doing something like this forthem. What right have you to 
bring these goods into the world and not provide for them 
properly? Every other manufacturer fathers his goods, why 
not the canned goods packers? The jobber has grown tired 
acting as an orphan asylum for these waifs, and the sooner the 
canners realize it the better for them. It is rapidly coming to 
them, and the man who foresees it, and acts, will be the man 
who leads—the others will follow. 


Tin Plate Trade of the United Kingdom. 


From London Consul-General Robert J. Wynne reports 
that the president of the British Board of Trade states that the 
total value of exports of tin plate from the United Kingdom 
from 1904 to 1908 was $103,623,669, the highest figure for one 
year being $24,737,509 in 1905. During the five years the 
value of exports to the United States was $20,455,530, and the 
value of tin plate exports from the United States to England 


was $9,295.

And 
last but not least is the End Labeler for putting labels on the end ot the 
can, One machine we note is not shown, the Knapp wrapping machine, 
which has just recently been perfected.

Japan’s Sanitary Regulations Concerning Canned Goods. 


Vice-Consul-General E. G. Babbitt, of Yokohama, trans- 
mits, under date of March 20, the following analysis of the Jap- 
anese regulations concerning canned goods, which is of vital in- 
terest to packers in the United States: 

Law No. 15, promulgated in February, 1900, has for its 
object the prevention of danger to the public health, and deals 
with beverages and foodstuffs in general and the receptacles in 
which they are contained, saccharine and similar substances, 
aerated waters, milk, ice and injurious coloring matter. Accord- 
ing to Article 1 of this Law the authorities are empowered to 
prohibit or restrict the manufacture, sale, etc., of beverages and 
foodstuffs, the receptacles in which they are contained, or cook- 
ing utensils, if any danger to the public health is apprehended. 
The owners of the goods may be compelled to destroy them, or 
the authorities may destroy them, or take such action as they 
deem proper. 

Article 2 empowers the officials to take, free of charge, as 
much as is necessary for the purpose of analysis, so that an ex- 
amination of the goods in question can be made. 

Article 3 states that persons who, having received instruc- 
tions from the proper official, fail to carry out the provisions of 
the law within the specified time shall be liab'e to a fine not ex- 
ceeding 20 yen ($9 96), while persons who hinder an official in 
the execution of his duty shall be liable to imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding one month and a fine not exceeding 10 
yen ($4 98). Penalties are provided for persons who do not 
carry out their duties, and also in connection with bribery. 

The following are the principal points in the regulations 
concerning receptacles for beverages and foods: 

Receptacles for beverages or foods must not contain lead or 
an alloy containing more than 10% of lead. (Art. 2.) 

No alloy must be used which contains more than 20% of 
lead for that part of the solder which touches the contents of 
the tins, nor may the receptacles be lined with an alloy which 
contains more than 5% of lead. 

In soldering the outer portions of tins which contain, or are 
intended to contain, beverages or foods, persons engaged in this 
business may not use an alloy which contains more thau 50% of 
lead. (Art. 3.) 

The manufacture or repair of enameled receptacles from 
which arsenic or lead will come out if water containing 4% of 
acetic acid is boiled in them for half an hour is prohibited. 
(Art. 4.) 

The manufacture of children’s feeding bottles from rubber 
containing lead or zinc is prohibited. (Art. 5.) 

Receptacles containing beverages or foods, or intending to 
contain them, which have been manufactured or repaired in 
contravention of the provisions of article 2 and article 5, may 
neither be sold, nor stored, nor exhibited for the purposes of 
sale, nor used for the purposes of business. (Art. 6. ) 

Receptacles for beverages and foods in which the part com- 
ing in contact with the contents is made of or repaired with 
copper or an alloy of copper the plating of which has worn off 
or which has lost its inherent brightness may not be used in this 
business. (Art. 7.) 

Persons violating these provisions are liable to a fine not 
exceeding 25 yen ($12.45). 

A large proportion of the canned fruits and vegetables 
imported into Japan comes from the United States, and it will 
be necessary to closely observe these regulations if the trade is 
to be retained. 


DRAWBACK OF SUGAR TAX ON EXPORTED CONFECTIONERY. 


Vice-Consul-Genernl E. G. Babbitt also transmits the origi- 
nal text and a translation of a decree promulgated in the 
‘‘Official Gazette’’ on March 30, and providing for the granting 
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of a drawback on and after April 1, 1909, of the sugar- 
consumption tax on sugar used in manufacturing confection- 
eries or sweetmeats, when such confectioneries or sweetmeats 
are exported to a foreign country in shipments of not less than 
396.88 pounds avoirdupois (300 kin). The rebate is to be at 
the rate of 5 yen per 100 kin, or $2.49 per 132.9 pounds avoir- 
dupois, and must be applied for within one year from the date 
of exportation.

Dear Sir:—Our principal packs are tomatoes and sweet potatces, but 
as most of the potatoes canned are bought in the open market the price 
differs and we are not in a position to state what it will be this season. 
Personally, we grow most of the potatoes we pack. 

But tomatoes are contracted for by the canners at so much per ton and 
this year the price is $8. Very few are growing them this season, however 
as the farmers were dissatisfied last year and the acreage is very much 
reduced. We think it will not amount to more than 25 per cent.of an 
average, while the acreage in potatoes is about the same as usual. 


The prospects are fora good yield from what is nowin the ground, 
and with labor in fairly good standing the outlook is not so bad, but we 
have no idea what the pack will amount to.

A Reader of The Trade Gives Some Important Information and 
Facts Regarding the Canning of Peaches in the South, 
as Well as News About Other Crops. 


AuGustTa, GA., June 20, 1909.

Dear Sir:—Owing to the financial stringency the promotion of new 
canning factories in the section south of the Potomac and Ohio, and east of 
the Mississippi River has come to a standstill and consequently there are 
none to report for 1909. 

A number that have packed peaches will remain closed this year, 
throngh discouragement due to the unsatisfactory results occasioned by 
last year’s peach glut. This promises to encourage those who will operate, 
and the output of the South, generally, will be of a superior quality. More 
care will be given to the packing, a better quality of raw material will be 
selected and cleaner and more sanitary conditions prevail about the 
factories. 

Just now Florida is attracting much attention and a number of new 
canneries are projected for the near future. 

The factories at Americus, Smyrna, Marietta, Rome and Lyerly, 
Georgia, will operate on peaches. 

Mr. Frank Rouse, the well-known Augusta-Savannah distiller, has 
organized and is president of the Augusta Canning Co. The factory is 
equipped with a modern line of machinery and will can blackberries, 
peaches, tomatoes, sweet potatoes and specialties. It has just completed 
a fine pack of Pointer Brand String Beans. 

The Georgia and Texas peach crops are both far short and it is doubted 
by the best posted authorites if they will yield forty per cent (40%) of an 
average crop. My informer is one of, if not the largest grower and nursery 
man in the South. Peaches are now selling readily at $2 00 a crate. 

It has been very stormy the past week and much damage has been 
done the growing canning crops.

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The Sanitary Law of Tennessee. 


The following is a copy of a pamphlet which will shortly be 
sent to all canners in the State of Tennessee, and it is import- 
ant that our readers in that State know its contents. Others 
also should read it carefully and give it due consideration; the 
other States of she Union will without doubt follow this 
example. California has just passed a similar Law. 

These laws are practically the carrying out of suggestions 
made in the special article on ‘‘Sanitary Factories,’’ published 
in the Program issue of THE TRADE of January 22nd, 1909. 


Chapter 473—House Bill No. 535. 
(By Messrs. Puryear and Chestnutt,) 


AN ACT providing for the sanitation of bakeries, canneries, packing houses, slaughter 
houses, dairies, creameries, cheese factories, confectioneries, restayrants, hotels, 
groceries, meat markets and all other food-producing establishments, manufactories 
or other places where food is prepared, manufactureed, packed, stored, sold or dis- 
tributed, and vehicles in which food is placed for transportation; regulating the 
health of operatives, employes, clerks, drivers and all other persons working on the 
premises who handle the material from which food is prepared or the finished pro- 
duct; defining food; regulating the wholesomeness of food manufactured, prepared 
packed, stored, sold, distributed or transported; and defining the duties of the State 
Board of Health and the Pure Food and Drug Inspectors and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That every building, room, basement, or cellar occupied or used 
as a bakery, confectionery, cannery, packing-house, slaughter-house, 
dairy, creamery, cheese factory, restauraut, hotel, grocery, meat market or 
other place or apartment used for the preparation for sale, manufacture, 
packing, storage, sale or distribution of any food shall be properly lighted, 
drained, plumbed and ventilated and conducted with strict regard to the 
influence of such condition upon the health of the operatives, employes, 
clerks or other persons therein employed and the purity and wholesome- 
ness of the food therein produced; and for the purpose of this Act the 
term ‘‘food,’’ as used herein, shall include all articles used for food, 
drink, confectionery or condiment, whether simple, mixed or compound, 
and all substances or ingredients used in the preparation thereof. 


Sec 2. Be it further enacted, That the floors, sidewalks [side walls, ] 
ceilings, furniture, receptacles, implements and machinery of every estab- 
ment or place where food is manufactured, packed, stored, sold or distrib- 
uted, and all cars, trucks and vehicles used in the transportation of food 
products shall at no time be kept in an unclean, unhealthful and unsani- 
tary condition; and for the purpose of this Act ‘‘unclean, unhealthful and 
unsanitary condition’’ shall be deemed to exist if food in the process of 
manufacture, preparation, packing, storing, sale, distiibution or transport- 
ation is not securely protected from flies, dust, dirt, and, as far as may be 
necessary, by all reasonable means from all foreign or injurious contami- 
nation; and if the refuse, dirt and the waste products subject to decompo- 
sition and fermentation incident to the manufacture, preparation, pack- 
ing, storing, selling, distributing and transporting of food are not removed 
daily; and if all trucks, trays, boxes, baskets, buckets and other recep- 
tacles, chutes, platforms, racks, tables, shelves and all knives, saws, 
cleavers and other utensils and machinery used in moving, handling, cut- 
ting, chopping, mixing, canning and all other process are not thoroughly 
cleaned daily; and if the clothing of the operatives, employes, clerks or 
other persons therein employed is unclean. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That the side walls and ceilings of 
every bakery, confectionery, creamery, cheese factory, hotel and restau- 
rant kitchen shall be well plastered, wainscoted or ceiled with metal cr 
lumber and shall be oil painted or kept well limewashed, and all interior 
woodwork in every bakery, confectionery, creamery, cheese factory, hotel 
and restaurant kitchen shall be kept washed clean with soap and water; 
and every building, room, basement or cellar occupied or used for the 
preparation, manufacture, packing, storage, sale or distribution of food 
shall have an impermeable floor made of cement or tile laid in cement, 
brick, wood or other suitable non-absorbent material which can be flushed 
and washed clean with water. 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That the doors, windows and other 
openings of every food-producing or distributing establishment during the 
fly season shall be fitted with self-closing screen doors and wire window 
screens of not coarser than fourteen-mesh wire gauze. 

Src. 5. Be it further enacted, That every building, room, basement or 
cellar occupied or used for the preparation, manufacture, packing, can- 
ning, sale or distribution of food shall have convenient toilet or toilet 
rooms separate and apart from the room or rooms where the process of pro- 


duction, manufacture, packing, canning, selling or distributing is con- 
ducted. The floors of such toilet rooms shall be of cement, tile, wood, 
brick or any other non-absorbent material, and shall be washed and

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scoured daily. Such toilet or toilets shall be furnished with separate ven- 
tilating flues or pipes discharging into soil pipes, or on the outside of the 
building in which they are situated. Lavatories and wash rooms shall be 
adjacent to toilet rooms, and shall be supplied with soap, running water 
and towels, and shall be maintained in a sanitary condition. Operatives, 
clerks and all persons who handle the material from which food is pre- 
pared, or the finished product, before beginning work or after visiting 
toilet or toilets, shall wash their hands and arms thoroughly in clean water. 

Src. 6. Be it further enacted, That cuspidors, for the use of operat- 
ives, employes, clerks or other persons, shall be provided whenever neces- 
sary and each cuspidor shall be thoroughly emptied and washed out daily 
with disinfectant solution and five ounces of such solution shall be left in 
each cuspidor while it is in use. 

No operative, employee or other person shall expectorate on floors or 
side walls of any building, room, basement or cellar where the production, 
manufacture, packing, storing, preparation or sale of any food is con- 
ducted. 

Src. 7. Be it further enacted, That no person or persons shall be al- 
lowed to live or sleep in any room of a bake shop, kitchen, dining room, 
confectionery, creamery, cheese factory or place where food is prepared for 
sale, served or sold. 

Src. 8. Be it further enacted, That no employer shall require, permit 
or suffer any person to work, nor shall any person work in a building, 
room, basement, cellar-or vehicle occupied or used fo» the production, 
preparation, manufacture, packing, storage, sale, distribution and trans- 
portation of food who is affected with any venereal disease, smallpox, 
diphtheria, scariet fever, yellow fever, tuberculosis (or consumption), Bu- 
bonic plague, Asiatic cholera, leprosy, trachoma, typhoid fever, epidemic 
dysentery, measles, mumps, German measles, whooping cough, chicken- 
pox or any other infectious or contagious disease, 

Src 9. Be it further enacted, That the Pure Food and Drug Inspector 
or other legal agent of the State Board of Health shall have full power at 
all times to enter any building, room, basement, or cellar occupied or used 
or suspected of being used for the production for sale, manufacture for 
sale, storage, sale, distributiou or transportation of food, and to inspect the 
premises and all utensils, fixtures, furniture and machinery used as afore- 
said; and if, upon inspection, any food-producing or distributing estab- 
lishment, conveyance, employer, operative, employee, clerk, driver or 
other person is found to be violating any of the provisions of this Act, or if 
the production, preparation, manufacture, packing, sale, distribution 


or transporration is being conducted in a manner detrimental to the 
health of the employes and operatives, or to the character or quality of the 


’ food therein being produced, manufactured, packed, stored, sold, distrib- 


uted or conveyed, the officer or inspector making the examination or in- 
spection shall report such conditions and vioiations to the Pure Food and 
Drug Inspector, who shall issue an order to the person or persons in au- 
thority at the aforesaid establishment to abate the condition or violation or 
make such improvements as may he necessary to abate them, within the 
period of five days or such reasonable time as may be required in which to 
abate them. Such order shall be in writing, and the person receiving the 
order may, within five days from the issuance of the order, appear in per- 
son or by attorney before the Pure Food and Drug Inspector to give reason 
why such instruction should not be obeyed. 

Src. 10° Be it further enacted, That any person who violates any of 
the provisions of this Act or who refuses to comply with any lawful orders 
or requirements of the State Pure Food and Drug Inspector duly made in 
writing as provided in Section 9 of this Act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, on conviction, shall be punished for the first offense by a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than $50; for the second offense, by a fine of 
not less than $0 nor more than $100; and for the third and subsequent 
offense, by a fine of $200 and imprisonment in the county workhouse for not 
less than thirty nor more than ninety days, and each day after the ex 
piration of the time limit for abating unsanitary conditions and completing 
improvements to abate such conditions as ordered by the State 
Pure Food and Drug Inspector shall constitute a distinct and sepa- 
rate offense, and in case of any violation of this Act, the State Board 
of Health, or its duly authorized agent, shall act: as prosecutor in the 
court having criminal jurisdiction of said offense. The Grand Juries of 
he several counties of this State shall have inquisitorial power over said 
offenses, and the Judges of the several Criminal Courts and Circuit Courts 
having criminal jurisdiction shall especially charge this law to the Grand 
Juries of the several counties of the State. 

Src. 11. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws in con- 
flict with this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed, and that this Act 
take effect from and after its passage, the public welfare requiring it
